TheKingsHenry V. and Louis XIII. our moft 
honoured Lord and Father, of glorious Memory, ha- 
ving by feveral Edits and Declarations publith’d at 
dives Timesyforbidden under the Penalties exprefs'd 
in the fame, Duels’and premeditated Rencounters, We 
did in the firftYears of our Reign confirm thofe Pious
